'A man left’ stripped, wounded 
and half dead by the roadside.was, 
an ordinary occurrence. Three 
men, in the story told by Jesus, 
happen upon ‘such. a. tragedy. 
They, are travelling from.the Holy 
City to the city of pleasure, pros- 
perity and palaces. Jericho, was 
the winter paradise, as well as a 
priestly city. A priest and 
Levite, returning from the sacred 
duties ‘of the Temple,’ see the 
wounded. man but pass quickly 
from a pluce of peril. A third, a 
Samaritan, sees the wounded man 
and ‘takes risks, shows pity, tends 
the unfortunnte traveller, ‘pours 
oil and wine on his wounds, 
tramps beside the ass which bears 
him, houses him-as his guest at 

he. nearest-inn, -spends -the-night 
there and with the consideration 
of a great heart settles for his 
bed and board until he can con-, 
tinue his journey. 

Who was the neighbour. to the 
man who fell among thieves? 
asks. Jesus, “The one who 
showed pity!”. Prejudice, and 
hatred framed the answer, the 
lawyer by” the aid of a circum- 
locution avoided the - detested 
name of Samaritan. :

The Pharisees, Jesus 
had ‘declared, “used. the most 
scrupulous exactness in giving the 
tenth part of the smallest -herbs- 
in thelr gardens, but showed 
supreme unconcern’ in ° their 
neglect ‘of the weightier matters 
of the.
